A well-known manual of Islamic Theology, containing a brief 
exposition of the Islamic faith and doctrines, according to the views 
of orthodox Muhammadans. The theories and dogmas of certain 
other Islamic sects, which originated in the first and in the veginning 
of tho second century A.H., are criticised, directly and indirectly, by 
the author. 

Author: Imam Abi Hanifa Nu‘mén bin §abit al Kifi ابو حهنيفد‎ 

150 = a.D. 767 ; see Lib, Cat., vol. v, part i, 
No. 174), the famous Imam and founder of the Hanafi school.

Ghibli (a prominent Indian author of»our day), in Sirati Nu'mán, 
2 work on Abi Hanifa’s life, states emphatically (p. 117) that Abü 
Hanife iå not the author of the present work, though ite authorship 
is generally ascribed to him. This statement he bases on the strength 
of two principles, viz., <.!,> (testing the correctness of the fact by a 
ull consideration of the circumstances) and روايت‎ (narration). 


So far as narration is concerned, he gives us to understand that 
10 trace of the work is to be found in the 2nd, 3rd and 4th centuries 
4.H.; end the oldest work, to his knowledge, in which tbe present 
:omposition is mentioned is Jye}! -U$ by Basdawi (d. .طم - 482 .هه‎ 
1089), an author of the 5th century A.H. 

In contradiction of the statement referred to above, however, we 
notice that, besides others, the following standard authors and authori. 
ties of the 4th century a.Ħ. held the present work to be a composicion 
of Abii Hanifa, and wrote commentaries on it. 

I. Abü Mansür Maturidi (d. a.w. 331 — A.D. 944), a follower كه‎ 
the Hanafi school and the founder of the Máturidiyal school of theo- 
logy, composed a commentary, in which he asserts, on the strength 
of reliable narration, that the work is by Aba Hanifa, as appears from 
the following :—

IT. Abû’l Laig as Samargandi (d, 4.2. 383 = A.D. 993), a famous 
Hanafi scholar and a reliable author of his age, composed a commen- 
tury on the present work, which he describes as a work of Abà Hanifa. 
(For copy of the same see Cairo, vol. ii, p. 43.) 

Bazdawi does more than mention the work (as stated by Shiblf) ; 
he composed a commentary on it. (For a copy of this commentary, 
3ee Escur., No. 995). 

Ghibli, in the following passage from the work referred to above, 
actually alleges that all the commentaries on the present work were 
composed in the Sth century A.H., or in subsequent yoars :—

It is thus evident from what we have said that Shibli, on the 
point of narration, altogether fails to prove his claim, basing it as he 
does on very imperfect information. 

On the point of Dirayat ( cul }, the following unwarranted 
observations led Ghibli to reject Abû Hanîfa’s authorship. 

I. Ghibli holds that the present work is characterised by a style 
of writing and by constructions similar to those employed by later 
scholars; and that such were introduced into the Arabic langnage 
long after Abii Hanifa’s death. 
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H. The use of!the words yay (substance) and ye (accident), 
jn a philosophical sense, is found in the present work; but according 
tu Shibli, these words had not come into use in that sense ini Aba 
Hanifa’s time, 

IH. Though translations of some (Greek) phitosophical works 
nto Arabic were made in the reign of the Caliph Mansdr (41. 136— 
158=4.p. 764—775), yet no trace of the use of these two words is 
found in that period. 

For the reasons noted below, however, we differ from the fore- 
going observations and conclusions of. Shibii. 

I. Shibli does now quote any instance from the present work in 
support of his first observation mentioned above, namely, that the 
style of writing adopted by tbe author is of a period later than Abd 
Hanifa, Hence we may dismiss this observation of Shibli’s as 
unfounded. On the contrary, we mey note that the present work 
does not follow any systematic arrangement, such as that adopted 
by the authors of a later period, which fact supports our view that it 
is by an author of an early period. 

IL Sbibli does not support by any quotation his statement 
that the use of the words referred to above, in their philosophical 
sense, was unknown in Abi Hanifa's time. The theory of Abd’t 
Hudail ‘Allaf, the founder of the Hudailiyah school of theology, who 
was born in a.m. 131 and died in a.n. 235, that speech, one of the 
atcributes of God, is accident ( جميع كلامة اعراض‎ ul), see fol. 74° of 
the MS. No, 564 below, indicates that the word مرش‎ came into use 
some time before. The following passage, however, throws light on 
the use of the word (4,0 (accident), in its philosophical sense, in Aba 
Hanifa's own time :—

From the above passage we learn that ‘Umar bin ‘Ubaid, the 
pupil of Wasil bin ‘Ata’ (2. a.m. 131 =a.p. 749) and a contemporary 
of Imém Abi Hanifa, originated the use of the word vy, in its 
philosophical sense. "The use of the word y e (accident) necessarily 
suggestd the use of the complementary word yt)> (substance), 

111. Historians tell us, and Shibli does not deny, that many 
theological theories were originated in and before Abü Hanifá's time, 
and that the Muhammadans were even then divided into a certain 
number of sects; further, that Imam Abi Hanifa is specially known 
for his discussion and criticism of other creeds. 
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It ia also admittéd by historians that translations of certain philo- 
eophical works were made ip the reign of the Caliph Mansiir, who waa 
the contemporary of Aba Hanifa; and that the two Mu‘tazili schools 
of theology were organised in Aba Hanifa’s time, viz., the Wasiliyah by 
the above-mentioned Wasil bin ‘Ata’, and the ‘Umariyah by ‘Umar 
bin ‘Ubsid, while a work on theology by the same Wàsil bin ‘Ata’ was 
also composed: lyin! sibo ,اول من صلف فى الكلام ابوحذيقة واصل بن‎ 
see Al Awail, fol. 55°. In such circumstances, and without having any 
direct evidence to the contrary, it is quite unreasonable to say that 
the use of these two important words, in their philosophical sense, was 
unknown in Abi Hanife’stime. It is also unreasonable to believe that 
a scholar like Aba Hanifa, who is specially known for his treatment of 
the subject, was ignorant of the use of these two important words. 
Hence it is evident that we are not precluded on grounds of Diráyat 
from holding the present work to be a composition of Abü Hanifa. 
Kardari (d. A.H. 827 = A.D. 1424) in Manágib, a work on Abi Hanifé’s 
life (recently printed in Hyderabad), tells us (p. 107), in a passage quoted 
below, that the theory that Abû Hanifa was not the author of the 
present work, was originated by the Mu‘tazili sect, who claimed Abii 
Hanifa as one of their number, but discovering criticism of their doc- 
trines in the present work, were compelled to start the theory that he 
was not the author.

Ulug Bog (4.1. 850—853 = a.p. 1447—1450) of the Timurid dynasty. 

"By 'Alà'addin "Ali al Bukhári (ytd? (le poll sls, ascholar of 
the 9th century 4.H. The works of reference at our command do 
hot enable us to ascertain the date of death of this scholar. Only one 
other copy*of. the work is known, viz., that in the Rampiér Library 
(eee printed list, No. 287); but there is no mention of the date of death 
of the author. However, the fact that the present commentary was 
dedicated to Sultan Ulug Beg suggests at once that its author was a 
scholar of the 9th century A.H. A scholar of the name of ‘Alé’addin 
‘All, (d. à.n. 879 = .u. 1474), who wae o favourite of the same Sultan 
and dedicated some of his works to him, is known to us (see No. 508 
below); but he is commonly known ae Qüshjt.

) خلق الغرآن‎ (, vhioh took place between the author and Abû ‘Abdarrah- 
min Al Marîsî (d. a.m. 218=A.p. 833), one of the most prominent 
Mu'tazili scholars in the court of the Caliph Al Mé’min (4.5. 
198-218 A.D. 813-833). The author, in the preface, tells us thac 
immediately the news reached him that the doctrine referred to 
Above had been given out by Marisi, he left Mecca for Bagdad, with 
the object of opposing Marist and his doctrine. On his arrival in 
Bagdad, he made himself known to the Caliph, and expressed his 
desire and the object of his visit to him. The Caliph, who was known 
for his keen interest in theological questions, arranged a debate on 
the present point between the author and Marísi. The Caliph himself 
took the chair, as arbitrator and president of the debate. As we 
earn from the biographers, the sound and reasonable arguments of 
he author soon attracted the attention of those attending the debate 
18 well as of the Caliph, and were so highly appreciated by them that 
ries of i=! (well done) were showered on the author. The debate 
ontinued for ten days. Inthe end, Marisi failed toreply to the argu- 
ments of the author; and the debate was decided by the Caliph in the 
atter’s favour, who gives us to understand in the present work that 
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he waa rewarded wilh 10,000 Dinar by the Caliph, as appears from 
the following :—

A very rare work in two parts, bound in one volume, consisting 
of oriticiam and objections chiefly directed against the views adopted 
by Mu‘tazilis and Jahamis, and also against the doctrines of other 
sects. The author bases his version on the Qur'an, Hadig, and the 
opinion of Imâm Ahmad bir- Hanbal (d. A.H. 241 = a.D. 855; see Lib, 
Cat., vol. v, part i, No. 242f, the founder of the Hanbali school. The 
author remarks that there is no efficacy in prayers offered under an 
Imam professing either of those two creeds. 

Author: Aba ‘Abdarrahman ‘Abdallah bin Ahmad bin Hanbal 
عبد الرحمي عید الله بن احمد پي حلبل‎ ul, tho son of the above-mentioned 
Imám Ahmad bin Hanbal. He, like his father, was known for his 
opposition to tbe new creeds; and he devoted all his powers to 
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support the orthodox Muhammadans. He was born ip A.H. 213, and 
studied under his father and many others. He was granted several 
Sanads for narrating Hadig by a number of the reliable traditionists 
of his age. He is held an authority of his age in Al ‘Ilal, one of the 
critical branches of Hadig ; see Lib, Cat., vol. v, part ii, No. 301. Abû 
Ya'lâ, in his Tabagât, fol. 76, remarks that he collected valuable 
information and materials which he added to that branch of Hadig, as 
appears from the following :—

A very rare and valuable work on the Khilàfat and Imámat 
(the theory of the succession of the Caliphs and Tmáms after the 
Prophet), not noticed in any catalogue, though the work is just 
mentioned in Haj. Khal., vol. ii, p. 60. The present work deals 
mainly with the following points :—necessity for the succession of 
the Caliphs and Imáms after the Prophet ; obedience to the Caliphs 
and Imáms; the necessity of appointing only one Imam at a time, 
the necessary qualifications for and principles of his appointment ; 
the religious and political duties of the Caliphs; the circumstances 
under which they are liable to be deposed. The work was dedicated 
by the author to Giyagaddin Nizam al Mulk, the well-known Minister 
of Bagdad, who was killed in a.n. 485 (see Agar al Wuzara’, fol. 305). 
The alternative title of the work (Al Giyági) has reference to the 
above-mentioned Wazir.

century a.m., whose undisputed authority in theology and jurispru- 
dence is recognised al} over the Islâmic world. Gazzàli (d. a.n. 505 
=A4.D. 111}), the famous author of the well-known work, Ihyê’ al 
‘Ulam, attended his lectures for a considerable period The scholars 
of Mecca and Medina offered to our author the title of امام السرعين‎ 
(the leader of the scholars of Mecca and Medina). He belongs to the 
Sháfi'i school, and is of the Ash‘ ersuasion. Me was born in Bush- 
tanigán, a famous place in Nishápür, and studied under bis father and 
many others. He completed his studies in the 19th year of his age ; 
and soon after, at the age of 20, on his father’s death, he succeeded 
him as a professor of the Nishápür Madrasah, the institution where 
he had studied. Some years later, the influence of the Mu'tazilis 
and their serious dispute with the Sunnis compelled the author to 
leave the place. "Thereafter, he visited Bagdád, Isfahan, Mecca, and 
Medina ; and during his stay at these places, he delivered lectures on 
theology and jurisprudence. It is said that nearly 300 men daily 
attended his lectures. The fame of his learning led Giy&gaddin 
Nizém al Mulk, the above-mentioned Minister, to appoint our outhor 
a professor of the Madrasah in Nisbápür known as Nizámiyah, which 
post he filled for 30 years, He died in A.s. 478 — A.D. 1085, leaving 
behind kim a large number of pupils and 15 works, of which eight 
are mentioned in Brock., vol. i, p. 389. His compositions on theology 
and jurisprudence, in particular, are regarded as thoroughly critical 
and authoritative. For his life see Ibn Mulaqqin, fol. 64; Subki, 
vol. iv, fol. 168; ‘At at Janan, fol. 273; Isnawi, fol. 145; Madinat 
al ‘Ulam, fol, 119.

other reasons. It is said that the Shi‘s authors cf his age, as well as 
of succeeding times, were enable to answer the present work.

languages on those subjects. He was born in Lacknow, where he 
studied under his father and some others. He completed his studies 
at an early age, being granted a sanad of competency by his father at 
the age of 17. He delivered lectures for some time in Lucknow ; but 
unfortunately some unhappy event forced him to leave that place 
for Sháhjshánpür. However, shortly after, at the request of the 
Nawwáb of Rámpür, he went there, and was appointed Principal of 
the State Madrasah, where he scrved for nearly 5 years. Tt is said 
that so great was the rush of students that the Nawwab, being un- 
willing to meet the expense, refused some admission. Bahr al ‘Ulûm, in 
displeasure at this action of the Nawwab, resigned his service. 
Meantime, he was requested by Munshi Sadraddin to secept the post 
of Principal of the Babar Madrasah in Bardawan (Bengal). This he 
lid, and worked there for some years. It was here that he composed 
soli evel, a work in Persian on the events connected with the day of 
resurrection, See Bahar Lib.

‘The author tells us, in the preface, that when the above-men- 
tioned questions reached the scholars in Mecea, he was asked by his 
Shaikh, Ibrahîm al Karani, to-reply on the subject. He further 
refers briefly to the punishments (imprisonment in Guwâliyâr Fort, 
and the tearing-out of his beard) inflicted on Mujaddid by the 
Emperor Jahangir (a.#. 1014-1087 = a.p. 1605-1627) only for uttering 
doctrines reflecting on the merits of the first Caliph. ‘The other 
mistaken and harmful doctrines of Mujaddid, which would have 
brought still more severe punishments on his head, were not brought 
to the notice of the Emperor by his contemporaries, since they had 
mercy on him.

He was surnamed 
Damad by his father, who was the Damad (son-in-law) of ‘Ali bin 
‘Abd ‘Ali, the famous Shi'a Mujtahid ; and hence many authors refer 
to him as Sayyid Bagir Damad. Our author is warped by his pre- 
judice against the Sunnis; but his compositions on the subjects 
mentioned above are looked upon as standard authorities by scholars 
of both sects.

count of the Prophet. The Muqaddimah and Manzar contain, res- 
pectively, a brief statement as to the necessity for the present composi- 
ion and a brief account of the author. The author, in dealing with. 
Shristian dogmas, relied on the authorised version of the Bible, pre- 
pared in A.D. 1604 under the orders of James I, the King of England. 
l'he English translation is quoted in Arabic characters, each passage 
quoted being followed by an Arabic translation and an explanation in 
Arabic. The work was composed in Indis, and was dedicated to 
As'ad Pasha, a Minister of the Turkish Government. A note on the 
title-page tells us that 600 copies of the work were printed in Calcutta, 
and were distributed by the author in different countries, as follows: 
100 copies in Mecca and Medina; 50 copies in ‘Uman; 50 copies in 
Yaman ; 100 copies in Basra and Bagdad ; 60 copies in Constantinople ; 
100 copies in India; 100 copies in Persia. This note is followed by 
another, enumerating the most important events that took place in 
the world in a.m. 1229. 

Author: Jawwad Sabat bin Ibrahim Sabat al Hanafi bbl» olya 
Luts ابراهيم‎ i». He traces his descent from ‘All, the fourth Caliph. 
He was born in Arabia, in 4.H. 1188, where he was brought up and 
studied. He visited several Islamic countries, and learnt from the 
pmifent scholars of those places. He studied Persian in Persia under 
Mulla Sadiq in a. 1202. Finally he came to India, where he learnt 
Urdu. He also studied logic and some other branches of science 
under Muhammad Afdal ‘Ali of Patna and *Abdarrehmán. After 
visiting some other places in India, he came to Calcutta, where he 
acquired a reputation for learning among the Muhammadans 
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Soon after he came to Calcutta, he decided to compose a work on 
the above subject as a result of his observation of the two following 
facts :-— 

fi) Progress of Christianity through the publications of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. 

(ii) That all sects of Muhammadans devoted themselves almost, 
exclusively to refutation of each other, and neglected 
the composition of works in refutation of the beliefs of 
Christianity and of other non-Muhammadan religions. 


The better to succeed in his object, he devoted himself to the 
study of English, sought frequent interviews with Europeans and other 
Christians, and even embraced Christianity temporarily, actually 
declaring himself a Christian under the name of tbis JSU. In a.m. 
1215 he was appointed by the British and Foreign Bible Society 
translator of the Bible into Oriental languages. The position strength- 
ened his social infiuence among the European officials of Caleutta. In 
A.H. 1225 Ahmad bin Muhammad Ash Shirwáni (d. a.u. 1256 « A.D. 
1840; see Bihar, Lib. Cat., vol. ii, p. 468), the author of Nafhat 
àl Yaman, came to Calcutta, and succeeded in establishing friendly 
relations with our author, who recommended him to a European official 
for an appointment in the College of Fort William, where he was 
appointed an instructor in Arabic literature. Soon after Ahmad 
Shirwani, by his frequent visits to him, secured the full confidence of 
the author; who, one day, disclosed his secret motive and placed 
before him a MS. copy of his As Sará'ir (a work in refutation of 
Christian dogmas), and also showed him the materials for the present 
work, Ahmad Sbirwáni, however, actuated by jealousy and ill-will 
towards our author, gave out the secret, and informed the European 
officials and Christians of Calcutta of the author’s real views; while, on 
the other hand, he spread a report among the leading Muhammadans 
of Calcutta that the author had compelled some of his servants to 
become Christians. As a result our author lost the respect both of the 
Europeans and duhammadans. See for a full account of these 
events the Muqaddimah and Manzar of the present work. However, 
the author, with great difficulty, completed the present work, and 
arranged for its publication in an. 1229. He left Calcutta for some 
other places in India, and then returned to Arabia. The date cf his 
death is not known to us. The author of Tadkira'i *Ulamá'i Hind, 
p. 44, not being acquainted with the present composition or the same 
author’s As Sará'ir, referred to above. describes him as a Christian. 
Our author composed 24 works in Arabic, Persian, and Urdu on 
different subjects.
